Controlling brush in pastures is 


still the major problem on many 
farms in Hempslead county, 
^jjjhe bush-hog or rotary mower 
liavt1 been some of lhe 
recent 


developments for culling brush in 
pasture. These machines 
have 


been a wonderful beginning-for 
farmers lo use on brush infested 
areas.

One mowing does not complete- 


ly kill brusli. It does eliminate the 
woody top growth which inter- 
feres with grazing operations. All
